WASHINGTON, June 9— De- 
fense Secretary Charles E. Wil- 
son warned the country today 
“not to be foolish” and expect 
immediate withdrawal of Ameri- 
can troops from Korea because 
of an armistice. 0 

Continuing his testimony be- 
fore the Senate military appro- 
pri Nees subcommittee, Wilson 
sail: 

“The war is not over. In World 
War II, when the shooting 
stopped, we thought the war was 
over, when it was not.” 

Chairman Homer Fer 
(Rep.), Michigan, said he had 
“heard it in the hall” that the 
military budget could be aut now 
because of the pending armistice. 

He asked Wilson whether he 
felt “keenly” about this. 

Wilson replied that he did, par- 
ticularly about the Air Force 
budget. 

“People,” he observed, “will be 
disappointed unless we can. bring 
our troops back home. It will 
take six months.or more to settle 
the prisoner-of-war business.” 

Second Day as Witness. 
Wilson came to his second day 

of rebuttal to the testimony last 
week of Gen. Hoyt S. Vandenberg, 
retiring Air Force Chief of Staff, 
accompanied by Assistant Secre- 
tary of Defense W. J. McNeil, 
departmental comptroller. Depu- 
ty Secretary Roger M. Kyes, who 
was with him yesterday, was 
attending a National Security 
Council meeting at the White 
House. The morning session was 
held in the old Supreme Court 
chambers in the Capitol. The 
afternoon meeting was held in 
the Senate Office Building. 

As in all his previouss sessions 
with the subcommittee, Wilson 
was questioned at length about 
the reduction of more than five 
billion dollars by the Eisenhower 
Administration in the Air Force 
budget for the fiscal year begin- 
ning July 1, as compared by the 
Truman budget sent to Congress 
in January. 

As in previous testimony, Wil- 
son asserted that the budget cut 
would not impair the national 
security. The effect of the budget 
cut will delay the 143-wing pro- 
gram of the Air Force, although 
Wilson has set an interim goal” 
of 120 wings by June 1955. 

Goal Subject to Change. 
Wilson, under questioning by 
Democratic Senator Lister Hill 

of Alabama, would not promise 
that the goal of 143 wings would 
be retained after a review of stra- 
tegic situation by the new Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, who will take of- 
fice in August, by the Defense 
Secretary, the President and the 
National Security Council. 

“Too many people,” he said 
sharply, “think of 143 wings .as 
a lucky number and that we have 
them now. We're not going to 
fool the American people by say- 
ing we've got 143 wings. We're 
on the road.to 143 wings. If we 
want to go ahead we'll get 143 
wings.”

BY G TORNADOES 
WICHIGAN, OH 
750 PERSONS HURT 


Property Loss Put in Mil- 
lions — 113 Dead 
Flint, 
Storm Levels 40 
Houses on One Street. 


‘ FLINT, Mich., June 9 (AP)— 
Six roaring tornadoes, their black- 
clouded funnels dealing multi- 
million dollar destruction, ripped 
through parts of Michigan and 
Ohio last night, killing 139 and 
injuring 750. 

The most deadly of the shriek- 
ing windstorms flung full force 
against Flint, a heavily industrial- 
ized city of 163,000 about 70 miles 
north of Detroit. In Flint alone 
at least 113 persons were killed.

The new tornadoes struck Mich- 
igan while the state was still 
cleaning up after the May 21 
twister that whirled through the 
outskirts of Port Huron, Mich., 
and jumped the St. Clair river 
and tore through Sarnia, Ont. 
The first tornado lashed Erie.

Ohio line from Toledo, O., at 
6:25 p.m. At 8:10 p.m. a twister 
hedge-hopped through Wash- 
tenaw county, 35 miles to the 
north, and swept into Milford, 
Oakland county, 15 miles to the 
northeast. Tawas City, midway up 
the eastern: coast of Michigan on 
Lake Huron, was hit at 8:35 p.m. 
and Flint at 8:45 p.m. 

Storm Path of 350 Miles. 
The tornado area extended 
from Tawas City down across the 
Ohio-Michigan border to Bowling 
Green—a path of 350 miles.

Rhee Reported Planning Plea.

Rhee planned a dramatic last- 
minute plea to the Pnited States 
against the armistice. 

(The correspondent said Rhee 
plans to fly either to Washington, 
to appeal personally to President 
Eisenhower, to to Tokyo to plead 
with Allied Supreme Commander 
Gen. Mark W. Clark.)

The President called for the ex- 
tension in a special message to 
Congress two months ago, but the 
measure had been stalled for 
weeks in the committee by Repub- 
licans seeking to increase trade 
restrictions rather than lessen 
them. 

The bill as approved would 
create a special 17-man commis- 
sion to study tariff and trade 
problems for one year, and also 
would add a seventh member to 
the Tariff Commission, in effect 
Republicans a 43 ma- 
ority. N 

The bill also speeds up— from 
12 months to nine months the 
time allowed for the Tariff Com- 
mission to act on an industry's 
request for higher tariffs to block 
out allegedly injurious foreign 


ports. 

Democrats sought vainly to 
knock out of the bill all the pro- 
visions except a straight exten- 
sion of the present act. Failing 
this, they then tried a specific 
amendment knocking out the in- 
crease in the size of the Tariff 
Commission.

Another Housing Joker 


The enemies of pyblic housing never sleep. 
Not content with trying to whittle down the size 
of the program proposed by the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration, they have slipped into the Inde- 
pendent Offices Appropriation bill a joker that 
could strike a fatal blow to future efforts to clear 
urban slums and provide low-rent housing for 
slum dwellers. 

This clever little device, which has been 
adopted in differing forms by both Senate and 
House, consists of a legislative mandate that the 
Public Housing Administration shall cancel con- 
tracts for a housing project, even after construc- 
tion has started, if the community where it is 
located decides, by referendum or vote of its 
governing body, that the project is no longer 
desired. 

Uncle Sam doesn’t want to thrust a housing 
project down an unwilling community's throat, 
does he? That was the specious ground on which 
the amendment was put over. But since no com- 
munity starts a project unwillingly in the first 
place, the real issue is.whether cities shall be 


permitted to break contracts duly and properly 


entered into by their constituted housing au- 
thorities. 

If a city could crawl out of housing contracts 
it had entered into with the federal government, 
the victims, in addition to the slum dwellers thus 
denied low-rent housing, would be the private 
contracting firms which actually build the proj- 
ects under contract with the local authorities, 
As Housing Administrator Cole warned Con- 
gress in opposing the joker, no contractor then 
would take on a contract with a local housing 
authority unless he included in his bid a sum 
big enough to compensate him for losses in 
case the project were stopped in mid-flight. That 
would greatly increase the costs of all projects, 
possibly so much as to make them prohibitive. 
Which, no doubt, is the object. 

And what would happen to the uncompleted 
buildings of a project thus suspended? Who 
would ‘take them over at a giveaway price and 
complete them for his own purposes? It is not 
hard to guess that the happy entrepreneur who 
showed up at this opportune moment would be 
a representative of the selfsame real estate and 
building interests which are fighting public hous- 
ing 24 hours a day, and which are responsible 
for this joker in the appropriations bill. 

If there is any conscience left in Congress, 
the Senate and House conferees on the bill will 
knock out the joker. It is too much even for Mr. 
Cole, who himself compiled a notable anti-hous- 
ing record while in Congress. 
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Washington Windfall 

The Supreme Court’s ruling that restaurants 
in Washington must serve Negroes is a windfall 
for the Eisenhower Administration, which has 
pledged itself to end segregation in the District 
of Columbia. This decision, to be sure, does not 
end segregation, but it is a good beginning on 
which the Administration can now build. 

Washington’s increasing cosmopolitanism since 
the war has made segregation an even odder 
anomaly than before, and may ease the pains 
of its passing. Many people with colored skins in 
restaurants and other public places there are 
men of importance in their own countries, and 
consequently in our country as well. As Wash- 


« ington has become more and more a world capi- 


tal for people of all countries, prejudice has be- 
come more and more impractical to inditige. 

With the Supreme Court decision as a starter, 
let us see the Administration push ahead for 
further progress to remedy the racial wrongs 
which the President has deplored. 
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Dirt: the Latest Thing 

On the advice of a government bureau, Aus- 
fralians are showing a remarkable enthusiasm 
for houses made of earth, and have built 10,000 
of them. But since nobody seems to want to live 
in a house made of—to put it bluntly—dirt, the 
rammed earth house abroad is called pise de 
terre. This fine phrase was adopted abroad a 
long time after the dirt house came to America. 

For centuries, of course, our arid Southwest 
has sprouted houses of adabe, or sun-baked brick 
of mud and straw. The word itself comes from 
the Spanish verb meaning to plaster. But earth- 
ern houses also had another origin in this coun- 
try, on the Great Plains where, conservatively 
speaking, earth is more common than trees. 

Early Kansas sod-busters first lived in sod 
dugouts, half above and half below ground level, 
the dirt from below being the walls above. They 
also developed the sod hut of gumbo and clay 
briquettes. In one of these lived Dr. Brewster 
Higley, who in 1873 wrote the lovely ballad 
about his “Home on the Range.” Several sod 
huts still stand on the prairie. In fact, an engi- 
neering building at the state university is built 
of rammed earth, as a modern tribute to history 
and practicality. 

Contemporary architects are finding what man 
has learned off and on for thousands of years— 
that earthen houses resist moisture and ter- 
mites, and are warm in winter and cool in sum- 
mer. And beyond that, what is cheaper than dirt? 
Man cannot disparage so useful an ingredient. 
As Pogo’s Uncle Baldwin said, no house can be 
without it. 
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Mrs. Hobby on Public Health 

Secretary Oveta Culp Hobby makes some gen- 
eralizations about public health with which most 
people probably will agree. 

She says that medical care should be Brought 
within the reach of all; that the costs of research 
should be met; and that physiciang should be 
supplied despite the mounting costs of educat- 
ing them. She adds that she opposes socialized 
medicine, a statement concurred in by, among 
others, President Eisenhower and his Demo- 
cratic opponent in the last election, Adlai E. 
Stevenson. 

Mrs. Hobby concludes that the Government 
“has an important role to play“ and must “carry 
responsibilities” — further generalizations with 
which there is perhaps no violent disagreement. 

As to how she would reduce these generaliza- 
tions to the specific application—the only form 
in which they possess any practical meaning— 
Secretary Hobby does not say. 

It is not clear, for instance, how she relates 
her department’s specific 20 per cent reduction 
in funds for medical research to her generaliza- 
tion that the costs of research must be met. She 
makes no effort to reconcile the generalization 
about a supply of doctors with her department's 
apathy toward a shelved bill which would help 
produce that supply. 

Nor does she explain how either the reduction 
in research funds or non-support.of the medical 
education bill contributes to the important role 
she says the Government must play or discharges 
the responsibilities she says it must carry. 

All this must seem a trifle hazy to the bright 
student who is too poor to finish medical school, 


to the medical school that must turn away appli- - 


cants because it lacks the money to train them, 


and to the communities across the land which 
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eannot get enough doctors or, as is the case in 
many small towns and rural areas, any doctor 
at all. |

In Stone and Concrete 

If Joseph M. Darst had done no more as Mayor 
than to fight for public housing, that alone would 
secure him his place in St. Louis history. Mr. 
Darst was a real estate mag himself, but as 
Mayor he opposed the realty lobby or anyone 
else who stood in the way of good housing for 
good citizens. That was his principle. 

On several occasions he outspokealy accused 
his opponents of using a “misinformation” cam- 
paign. Once he told Congress not to kill “decent 
social legislation.” He sponsored a national pub- 
lic housing conference to help other cities, and 
his victories were honored when housing officials 
cited him for “outstanding service to the people 
of America.” 

In some other fields the Darst Administration 
faced problems which had not confronted the 
city before. War and inflation had left a gap 
between the need for civic projects and ability 
to pay for them. The very newness of these 
problems led to some sudden shifts of policy on 
transit and other matters. Thus Mr. Darst cam- 
paigned against the earnings tax but found it 
necessary, as Mayor, to struggle long and hard 


‘to retain it. 


But through his difficult days in office he re- 
sisted: the pressures of those who wanted no 
change and no progress. He fought party allies 
for honest control of the police just as he fought 
business colleagues for decent housing. And the 
steel and concrete of new shelter for St. Louis- 
ans are a lasting symbol of Joseph M. Darst’s 
integrity and devotion to St. Louis. 


Agreement in Burma 

The agreement on plans for disarming and re- 
moving the 20,000 Chinese Nationalist guerrillas 
who have been on the prowl in North Burma 
for the last four years ought to contribute ma- 
terially to an easing of tensions in that part of 
the Far East. 

Not only have the guerrillas violated Bur- 
mese ereignty; they also have provided Red 
China with a tempting pretext for moving into 
the Burmese rice bowl. And the fact that they 
have been supplied with arms and ammunition 
flown in from Formosa with our knowledge, if 
not sanction, has won us few new friends in 
Burma, 

The agreement is certainly a victory for the 
Burmese, but it also is a victory for Asian pub- 
lie opinion, And in a sense, the guerrillas were 
lost the moment Burma demanded that the U.N. 


General Assembly condemn Chiang Kai-shek’s 
government 


an aggressor. The Assembly 
adopted a watered down resolution denouncing 
the guerrillas and asking all interested nations 
to help clear them out of Burma, but that was 
enough. 

The United States could not permit itself to 
stand so close to Chiang in Burma, and it went 
to work to restore Burmese sovereignty. The 
only regret is that this approach was not fol- 
lowed a fong time ago. 
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In Lieu of Tariff Cuts 

A British manufacturer of knife-and-fork sets 
once built up an American market for his prod- 
uct, which carried the “made in Britain” label 
stamped on the shank of the fork, He was sail- 
ing along nicely when he was suddenly notified 
that no more of his products could be imported 
in the United States unless the “made in Brit- 
ain” label were stamped on the knife as well as 
the fork. He had to take back his current ship- 
ment for re-labeling. The loss on the transaction 
effectively discouraged him from ‘getting too 
deeply involved in the American market. 

This is the kind of arbitrary customs regula- 
tion that would be attacked by a bill, supported 
by President Eisenhower, to simplify the rules 
under which imports come into the country. 
Many of the customs regulations now in effect 
grew up during the depression or in days when 
their ill-concealed objective was to keep out as 
many imports as possible. Some importers re- 
gard them as a more serious barrier to interna- 
tional trade than tariffs. 1 

Today, when our own’ national interest in 
“trade not aid” calls for an expansion of im- 
ports that will enable foreigners to earn dollars 
they must have to buy our exports, customs 
rules should be as simple and as unrestrictive as 
they can be made. * : 

The customs simplification bill hag taken on 
enhanced importance as ‘the debate on the Re- 
ciprocal Trade Agreements Act. proceeded. It is 
now clear that even if the latter act is extended 
for a year, no significant tariff reductions can 
be expected. In effect, the Administration is 
conducting a holding operation on the tariff 
front. If anything of a positive character is to 
be done this year in behalf of greater foreign 
trade, it will have to be in the realm of customs 
simplification.

Our opinion that trade barfiers should 
de reduced stems from one of our most 
fundamental convictions. We believe that 
the American economy has grown to its 
present tremendous strength because it is 
free and competitive, and because it has 
had opportunity for constant expansion. 
In our view, the closer we can approach 
similar conditions in the world economy, 
the better will be the economic health of 
our own and other nations, and the greater 
the opportunity of people all over the 
world to impréve their condition of life.

Even though these clauses have 
not been widely applied, the fact of their 
existence has been a strong deterrent to 
attempts by foreign exporters to establish 
markets in this country. 

The peril-point procedure also adds to 
the already great complexity of trade 
agreement negotiation. It imposes vn the 
Tariff Commission the impossible task of 
establishing in advance the exact minimum 
rate of duty which would protect an Amer- 
ican i ‘against injury; in such cir- 
cumstances, the Commission must be ex- 
pected to err on thé side of caution. 

Moreover, the Commission must make its 
findings with regard only to the industry in 
question; no consideration may be given 
to the national interest, the concessions 
obtained in return, or the injury to other 
interests if compensatory concessions have 
to be foregone or revoked. And both the 
peril-point and escape clause’ provisions 
serve to weaken the President’s position in

Small Price for Great Benefits 


The lowering of American trade barriers 
is not a panacea; it will not overcome all 
the world’s economic troubles. Tariff re- 
duction by the United States will not cause 
our imports to rise sufficiently to end the 
dollar shortage. Primary responsibility 
for this must rest on the dollar-short coun- 
tries themselves. It will require firm steps 
abroad to prevent inflation. It will require 
improvements in productive effort and effi- 
ciency. It will require reduction by other 
countries of their own tariff barriers 
against their neighbors. And it will require 
great efforts by foreign producers to at- 
tract and hold customers in export mar 
kets, in the United States and elsewhere. 


A more liberal American policy toward 
imports will, however, be an important con- 
tribution to the improvement of the world’s 
economic health, one of the most important 
we can make. It will supply opportunity 
for other countries to increase their dol- 
lar earnings. As an indication of our will- 
— — to co-operate with them and as 
evidence of our intention to follow a con- 
sistent policy, it will increase their confi- 
dence in our leadership.

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| Disagreement on China Not Insuperable 


WASHINGTON. 


HERE are several and ‘not merely two distinct positions on 
whether the Chinese seat on the Security Council of the United 
Nations is to be occupied by a delegate appointed by Peking 


or by Formosa. This question is 


highly charged with emotion, is 


inflated with propaganda all over the world, and has become an 
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support. of 
Soviet Union and 
its satellites, also 
of India and of 
some other 
Asian states, The Peking govern- 
ment contends that when Red 
China became the ‘effective gov- 
erment on the Chinese mainland, 
it was as a matter of law entitled 
to represent China in the U.N. 


The opposite position is that of 
the Chinese Nationalists. They 
hold that Red China can never 
be admitted to the U.N. because 
the Chinese civil war can never 
end until Red China has been 
destroyed. This position has con- 
siderable support in this country. 
It is not the position of the Ad- 
ministration and it is violently 
opposed by all our European allies 
and by the leading countries of 
Free Asia. 


Nationalists Can’t Go Back. 


These two absolute positions 
account for most of the violence 
in the emotions with which this 
question is now charged. How- 
ever, neither is in fact within the 
field of serious practical inter- 
national politics, and there is al- 
most certainly no government in 
the world that really holds either 
position—except for purposes of 
argument and propaganda. 

Thus Red China negotiated for 
an armistice in Korea and is com- 
mitted to a political conference 
after an armistice without first 
demanding, as it did originally, 
that Nationalist China should be 
ousted and Red China admitted to 
the U.N 


It is no less plain that the 
Chinese government in Formosa 
does not in fact have any serious 
expectations or plans for the re- 
conquest of the Chinese mainland. 
What has followed the President's 
action in de-neutralizing the Chi- 
nese in Formosa has made this 
quite plain‘—That the return to 
the mainland could come only as 
a result of a total and victorious 
war fought by the United States 
for the unconditional surrender 
of the Red Chinese government. 


The British Proposal. 


When we come to the serious 
and practical positions, as dis- 
tinct from the theoretical and 
speculative ones, the differences 
are by no means so wide and un- 
bridgeable as they are often 
made out to be. There are, I be- 
lieve, two main positions which 
can be discerned and differen- 
tiated. One is the British position. 
The other is an American posi- 
tion, which is as yet undeclared 
and undefined but is logically im- 
plied in all our action. 


The first position was made 
clear during the debate on the 
Churchill speech of May 11.

As against the British view, a 
reasonable American view woud 
be that Red China should be ad- 
mitted only after there is an 
agreed political settlement in the 
Far The agreement should 
cover a plan for the rehabilita- 
tion, unification and protected in- 
dependence of Korea. 

It should cover also at least 
a modus vivendi as between 
mainland China and Formosa 
China, and it should include an 
agreement to participate in in- 
ternational action to bring about 
a cease fire in Indochina. 


No Unconditional Surrender. 


If this were the American po- 
sition, it would not be exorbitant. 
The conditions are in fact no 
more than the normal practice in 
concluding wars, which is not to 
enter into formal diplomatic re- 
lations when there is an armistice 
but only after there is a treaty 
of peace. 

This would, I believe, be a 
sound American position—accept- 
able in principle and workable in 
practice. It does not call for un- 
conditional surrender. It does not 
declare that Red China will never 
under any circumstanuces be ad- 
mitted, and it is not, therefore, a 
new version of unconditional sur- 
render which requires a total war 
to enforce it. 

It is an offer to make peace. by 
negotiation, while standing firmly 
on the ground that until a peace 
is arrived at by negotiation the 
formal relations that pertain to 
states that are at peace with one 
another cannot be entered into. 


Difference Between Allies. 


The British and Americans, 
therefore, are agreed that until 
there is an armistice in Korea, 
neither would agree to let Peking 
have the Chinese seat in the Se- 
curity Council. 

We differ on whether Peking 
should have the seat after an 
armistice or only after a Far East- 
ern peace treaty. But this differ- 
ence looks bigger in theory than 
it would be in practice. For if, 
on the one hand, we prevail 
against the admission of Peking 
to the U.N. under present cir- 

cumstances, we shall, on the oth- 
er hand, be heavily engaged in in- 
tricate negotiations with Peking. 

All of these negotiations will 
deal with matters that are insep- 
arable from the commitments and 
the actions of the U.N. and almost 
certainly, in fact inevitably, any 
final settlement for Korea will be 
founded on the United Nations. 

The. issue as between the Brit- 
ish and ourselves is, therefore, 
not acute and, looked at practi- 
cally, treated with common sense, 
it is one of the least difficult of 
our many unsolved problems.

Two .one-man shows by St 
Louis artists opened here yester- 
day, with Roy Lattin, a South- 
western Bell Telephone Co. vice 
president, displaying 16 water 
colors and pastels at the C.WS. 
Galleries, 1006 Olive street, and 
William Behm, commercial artist, 
exhibiting 13 oils at the Art Mart, 
26 North Meramec avenue, Clay- 
ton. 

Behm, who is holding his first 
solo show, is represented by the 
more experimental, if the more 
‘puzzling, compositions, all of 
which lean toward the abstract. 
Interplay of light and dark in 
“Evening Shadows” suggests the 

mysterious living quality of old 
buildings, more animated at night 
than by day. 

More abstract but similar in 
theme is “Midnight Movements,” 
emphasizing mobility of shapes 
in space through reds, blues and 
white patches gliding over night’s 
blackness. 

These effects, the artist said, 
were preconceived; the paintings 
evolved from sketches made with 
these ideas in mind.

Yet developments here are 
coming so fast, thanks to Amer- 
ican science, technology and in- 
dustry, that it is hard to believe 
the Soviet Union is keeping up. 
Chairman Gordon Dean of the 
Atomic Energy Commission just 
announced development of an 
atomic power plant—a so-called 
breeder—producing new fuel at 
least as rapidly as fuel is con- 
sumed in its operation. This 
opens a vast new potentiality for 
the limited supplies of ‘uranium 
and also for the more commonly 
found thorium. 


But developments that Dean 
did not announce, and that will 
certainly not be announced in the 
foreseeable future, are perhaps 
even more spectacular. They have 
to do with the ultra-secret 
progress in thermo-nuclear fission 
—the H-bomb, which the late 
Senator Brien McMahon referred 
to as a “chunk of the sun.” 


3 Years of Progress. 


The first proposal to develop 
the hydrogen bomb stirred a pro- 
longed controversy both within 
the Atomic Energy Commission 
and among physicists who had 
helped to fashion the first atomic 
bomb. The controversy raged on 
séveral fronts—whether such a 
bomb could be made to work, the 
use of quantities of fissionable 
materials that might be employed 


in proven weapons, and the fan- 
tastic destructiveness of such a 
bomb if it could be made. 

The most optimistic advocate 
was Dr. Edward Teller, one of 
the physicists working from early 
in World War II on the pioneer 
development of atomic fission.

RENT CONTROLS LIFTED 
IN 23 ‘CRITICAL AREAS 


To End July 31 in Sections in 
13 States and Alaska 
Under ODM Order. 


WASHINGTON, June 9 (AP)— 
The Office of Defense Mobiliza- 
tion today ordered the end of rent 
control in 23 “critical defense 
housing areas” after July 31. 

On that date the communities, 
in 13 states and Alaska, will lose 
the designation as critical areas, 
under a ruling of the newly cre- 
ated defense areas advisory. com- 
mittee of ODM. 

Twenty other cities, oficials 
said, may be lifted from the “criti- 
cal” category tomorrow. About 
120 areas now carry the designa- 
tion. 

Congress has abolished federal 
rent control authority after July 
1 except in areas tagged as criti- 
cal. 

The advance notice given today 
will permit the states and cities 
to enact their own rent control 
laws if they wish to continue rent 
ceilings. Only three states, New 
York, Massachusetts and Connec- 
ticut, now have rent control leg- 
islation, an ODM spokesman said.

The baby has been sucking (at bottle or breast), 
and just keeps right on after the source of food has been re- 
moved. Later on, as you may have noted, this urge to suck 
spreads to the period before the feeding, and then finally to 


other times of day as well.

BY 6 MONTHS, with some, putting an object to the 
mouth may take the place of thumb sucking. But around 
7 months, when hand to mouth is such a favorite gesture— 
and posture—thumb sucking will be very strong in many. It 
may occur at almost any time of day or night, and may be 


thought of, in some at least, as a pre-teething activity. 


(Here let’s say a good word for this behavfor which is 
looked upon askance by so many parents: The baby who sucks 
his thumb may cry less and may get through teething much 
more easily than the baby who doesn’t. He is also likely to go

Both aspects df its usage are on 
the record early in its history. 

The phrase is authentic Amer- 

ican slang originating in the nine- 
teenth century—the second half 
of the century, 
appearance in print is concerned. 
In Southern Historical Society 
papers, dating 1862, the following 
is quoted as the remark of an 
army sergeant: ‘‘Boys, your game 
is up—Busy Bill gave it away. 
While we do not know whether 
Busy Bill deliberately gave away 
their game, or whether this oc- 
curred by iffvoluntary disclosure, 
the expression’s meaning here is 
essentially that of revealing a 
secret. 

By 1885, we find the sort of 
figurative extension which is so 
popular in current speech — the 
idea of something of which we 
are unaware giving us away.
